er Yt'ikca of the Internal revenue bu­ 
reau at present Is busily engaged In 
devising a s heme for the collection 
of the internal revenue tax on cigars, 
cigarettes, rum, etc., brought into the 
United St at 1 * from Porto Hico after 
the president Issues Ills proclamation 
declaring that free trade exists be­ 
tween the two countries. 
Under the 
existing laws internal revenue stamps 
can be purc hased only from collectors 
of Internal revenue or their deputies, 
and, as Porto Rico I* not a collection 
district, no otic* there Is authorized to 
sell stamps and hence the difficulty 
In arranging a system by which ex­ 
porters may procure stamps without 
inconvenience. 
Another difficulty 
Is 
encountered In the fact that cigars 
brought in from Porto Rico, not being 
subject to customs duties, may be 
brought in at any point or port in the 
United States, whether It be a port of 
entry or not, and the danger that 
larg*- quantities of 
goods 
may be

When carriers re­ 
ceive- newspapers or periodicals by **x- 
jpres* or by other means outside the 
mails to be sold or delivered on their 
routes, they, as news agents, will be 
required to pay postage on such mat 
t«-r at the second c l a s s rate of postage 
(I cent per pound), except In the c h s * 
of county papers which ar*- trialled 
free to subscribers residing In the 
county in which they are published 
“'Phis order Is not intended to pro­ 
hibit carriers from performing various 
private commissions for the accom­ 
modation of th** 
patrons 
on their 
routes so long as It does not interfere 
with the regular and prompt perform­ 
ance of their duty.

HIS ADVICE TO SCHOOL MARAIS. 


Opening Remarks Laudatory of 


of Minnesota’s Educational 


Ad\antages. 


The Hon. J. Adam Bede, one of the 
best known public men in the state 
and a lecturer of renown, was heard 
M at the F irst M. E. church in this city 
last night to good advantage. 
The 
weather was very warm, but not­ 
withstanding the high temperature, 
there was a good attendance. 
Mr. Bede had no particular sub­ 
ject but his talk was along educa­ 
tional lines. 
He opened with some 
remarks laudatory of the state of 
Minnesota and said that the state is 
ahead of anjr other in the perfection 
of its educational organization and in 
the highness of rank and standard. 
The pride of our country is its fine 
schools and churches. 
Because they 
are free they are not always sought. 
O ther features 
hold girls. 
Thus, 
Mr. Bede said, the solution of the 
problem of keeping the children in 
city schools is clear, but it is yet to 
be solved in the rural schools. 
It is 
being solved in the east by Hie centra­ 
lizing or township system. This idea 
of centralization is also growing 
popular in the west. 
He said that education is another 
thing bow from what it was 50 years 
ago. 
Kindergarten work as conduct­ 
ed is not forcing knowledge upon a 
child, but the children reach for it. 
The “ boarding around” feature of 
bygone times still leaves its lessons 
to the rural teacher. 
It is well for 
her to know the home environment 
of each child, for thus she learns the 
diplomacy of 
getting along with 
folk*. 
The teacher must be careful 
of her personal appearance and of 
her actions and manners. 
She mutt 
. be able to build character. 
The im- 
pressions that the teacher makes is 
unconscious to herself. Children are 
susceptible. 
Often they look up to 
the teacher as one above their pa­ 
rents. 
They drink in her thoughts 
and adopt her habits and manners. 
Mr. Bede said: 
‘‘It takes an angel 
to teach children, for of such is the 
kingdom of heaven, so we let our 
wives teach them.” 
To have better teachers they must 
be given better pay, longer contracts 
or engagements. 
With a twinkle in 
his eye, Mr. Bede said that he meant 
teaching engagements and advised 
that a young lady should not teach 
long enough to get cranky, 
but 
should get married before that time. 
He said that children must be 
■^blessed with 
good 
things. 
The 
teacher must adapt herself to her pu­ 
pils. 
Girls give the least trouble. 
She is the new- woman —“ a burst of 
sunshine." 
The boy is an enigma. 
There is a period iu a boy's life that 
he doesn't know what he is on earth 
for. 
He has to have his first fight— 
one. only, if begets licked. 
There are 
kings among children, but they must 
be taught the rights of others and 
they can only learn right and wrong 
bv experience. 
So, there i* always 
the difficult task of making citizens 
for our great republic and these 
peculiarities have ever been with us

the assistant attorneys from W ash­ 
ington may go out to the field of 
operations. 
There is. of course, a chance for a 
settlement, 
but 
the 
departm ent 
seems to be firm in insisting on the 
price fixed. 
Lumbermen claim it is 
an exorbitant and outrageous figure, 
but Indiau Commissioner Jones Bays 
it is not too high for a tress pas- 
case.'

After President's Proclamation Cigars, 


Cigarettes, Rum, Etc-, W ill Pay No 


Duty—-How to Collect Internal R ev­ 


enue Taxea Putt the Government in 


e Quandary— No Official Authorised 


to Sail Stamps on the Island. 


Washington. Ju ly 20.—-Commission­ 
er Yerkes of the internal revenue bu­ 
reau at present is busily engaged in 
devising a scheme for the collection 
of the internal revenue tax on cigars, 
cigarette», rum, etc., brought Into the 
United States from Porto Rico after 
the president Issues his proclamation 
declaring that free trade exists be- 
tween the two countries. 
Under the 
existing laws Internal revenue stamps 
ran be purchased only from collectors 
of Internal revenue or their deputies, 
and. a» Porto Rico is not a collection 
district, no one there Is authorised to 
sell stamps and hence the difficulty 
In arranging a system by which ex­ 
porters may procure stamps without 
inconvenience. 
Another difficulty 
Is 
encountered In the fact that cigars 
brought in from Porto Rico, not being 
subject to customs duties, may be 
brought in at any point or port in the 
United States, whether It be a port of 
entry or not. And the danger that 
large quantities of 
goods 
may be 
smuggled Into this country is very 
great. 
It Is probable that congress 
will be asked at the next session to 
make Porto Rico an Internal revenue 
collection district or tbat It be an­ 
nexed to some one of the collection 
districts In the Bouthern states. 
U n­ 
til this is done it Is expected that an 
effective administration of the laws 
will be accomplished only with some 
difficulty.

THE GAME TOMORROW. 


HIS ADVICE TO SCHOOL MA RMS. 


Opening Remarks Laudatory of 
of Minnesota’s Educational 
Adtanta^es. 


The Hon. J. Adam Bede, one of the 
best known public men in the state 
and a lecturer of renown, was heard 
at the F irs t M. E. church in this city 
last night to good advantage. 
The 
w eather was very warm, but n o t­ 
w ithstanding the high tem perature, 
th ere was a good attendance. 
Mr. Bede bad no p articu lar sub­ 
ject but his talk was along educa­ 
tional lines. 
H e opened with some 
rem arks laudatory of the sta te of 
M innesota and said th a t the state is 
ahead of any other in the perfection 
of its educational organization and in 
the highness of rank and standard. 
The pride of our country is its fine 
schools and churches. 
Because they 
are free they are not always sought. 
O ther features 
hold girls. 
Thus, 
Mr. Retie said, the solution of the 
problem of keeping the children in 
city schools is clear, but it is yet to 
be solved in the rural schools. 
It is 
being solved in the east by the centra­ 
lizing or tow nship system . This idea 
of centralization is also grow ing 
popular in the west. 
H e said th a t education is a n o th e r 
thing now from w hat it was 50 years 
avo. 
K indergarten work as conduct­ 
ed is not forcing knowledge upon a 
child, but the children reach for it. 
The “ boarding a ro u n d ” featu re of 
bygone tim es still leaves its lesson * 
to the ru ral teacher. 
It is well for 
her to know the home environm ent 
of each child, for th u s she learns the 
diplom acy of 
g e ttin g along with 
folks. 
The teacher must be careful 
of her personal appearance and of 
her actions and m anners. 
She inuit 
be able to build character. 
T he im- 
pressions th a t the teacher makes is 
unconscious to herself. Children are 
susceptible. 
Often they look up to 
the teacher as one above th eir p a ­ 
rents. 
They drink in her th o u g h ts 
and ado p t h er h ab its and m anners. 
Mr. Bede said: 
‘‘It takes an angel 
to teach children, for of such is the 
kingdom of heaven, so we let our 
wives teach them .” 
To have b e tte r teachers they m ust 
be given b e tte r pay, longer co n tracts 
or engagem ents. 
W ith a twinkle in 
his eye, Mr. Bede said th at he m eant 
teaching engagem ents and advised 
th at a young lady should not teach 
long enough to get cranky, 
but 
should get m arried before th a t time. 
He said that children m ust be 
^ b le s s e d with 
good 
things. 
Tile 
teacher must ad ap t herself to her pu­ 
pils. 
G irls give the least trouble. 
She is the new woman ~‘;a b u rst of 
su nshine.” 
The boy is an enigma. 
T h e re is a period in a boy’s life th at 
he doesn't know what he is on e a rth 
for. 
He has to have his first fight 
one, only, if he g ets licked. 
There are 
kings am ong children, but they m ust 
be tau g h t the rig h ts of others and 
they can only learn right and w rong 
by experience. 
So, th ere is always 
the difficult task of m aking citizens 
for our g rea t republic and the* 
peculiarities have ever been with us 
since. 


He said th at the teacher needs 
alertness and an in te rest in all th at 
goes on about her, should identify 
herself with her su rroundings and 
take a common interest in c u rre n t 
«A*:Tait*' 
A g en tle voice i-a n im pera­ 
tive requirem ent. 
He especially urged m ore a tte n ­ 
tion to the m ore thorough teaching 
■ f oar ow n language. 
T here - great 
beauty in the English language which 
passes unnoticed, because it is com ­ 
mon. but our atten tio n is always 
called to beauty in L atin o r G reek. 
This can be tran sp lan ted to the E n g ­ 
lish language, 
He recited Field s 
“ L ittle Boy Blue ' and gave a pass­ 
age from Blaine s eulogy on Garfield 
and said that if such productions 
should be dug up from buried cities 
■*dp-. we would acknowledge the beauty in 
the language. 
Pupils m istake th** m eaning of 
'words, 
He gave the Coho wing 'ex­ 
am ples of e rro rs: 
One said a dem agogue was a va§- 
for 
beer 
and 
o th er 
liquids; 
am m onia wa* a food for the gods; 
capillary was m istaken for cat* *rpd- 
**f. equestrian, one who asks 
,ac­ 
tion* a m ercenary, one who fee** for 


perennial tim e instead of critical 
time. 
Thus it is clear th at more 
attention should be given to language 
study. 
He then called attention to th** 
value of self im provem ent, the study 
of a few m asterpieces, and the value 
of the sciences. 
Sciences are the ex­ 
perience of th e past that 
teach 
w hat is to come in the future. 
Tile 
world cannot be m aintained w thou* 
them.

HIS ADVICE TO SCHOOL WARMS 


Openinf Remarks Laudatory of 
of Minnesota's Educational 
Advantafes. 
The Hoü. J. Adam Bede, one of the 
best known public men in the state 
and a lecturer of renown, was heard 
€ at the First M. E. church in this city 
last night to good advantage. The 
weather was very warm, but not­ 
withstanding the high temperature, 
there was a good attendance. 
Mr. Bede had no particular sub­ 
ject but his talk was along educa­ 
tional Hoes. He opened with some 
remarks laudatory of the state of 
Minnesota and said that the state is 
ahead of any other in the perfection 
of it* educational organization and in 
the highness of rank and standard, 
The pride of our country is its fine 
schools and churches. Because they 
are free they are not always sought. 
Other features hold girls. Thus, 
Mr. Bede said, the solution of the 
problem of keeping the children m 
city schools is clear, but it is yet to 
be solved in the rural schools. It is 
4 being solved in the east by the centra­ 
lizing or township system. This idea 
of centralization is also growing 
popular in the west. 
He said that education is another 
thing now from what it was 60 years 
ago. Kindergarten work as conduct- 
ed is not forcing knowledge upon a 
child, but the children reach for it. 
The “boarding around” feature of 
bygone times still leaves Its lessons 
to the rural teacher. It is well for 
her to know the home environment 
of each child, for thus she learns the 
diplomacy of getting along with 
folks. The teacher must be careful 
of her personal appearance and of 
her actions and manners. She must 
A be able to build character. The ini- 
# pressioos that the teacher makes is 
unconscious to herself. Children are 
susceptible. Often they look up to 
the teacher as one above their pa­ 
rents. They drink in her thoughts 
and adopt her habits and manners. 
Mr. Bede said: “It takes an angel 
to teach children, for of such is the 
kingdom of heaven, so we let our 
wives teach them.” 
To have better teachers they must 
be given better pay, longer contracts 
or engagements. With a twinkle in 
bis eye, Mr. Bede said that he meant 
teaching engagements and advised 
that a young lady should not teach 
long enough to get cranky, but 
should get married before that time. 
u He said that children must be 
Ambles sed with good things. The 
teacher must adapt herself to her pu­ 
pils. Girls give the least trouble. 
She is the new woman-—“a burst of 
sunshine.” The boy is an enigma. 
There is a period in a boy's life that 
he doesn't know what he is on earth 
for. He has to have his first fight— 
one, only, if be gets licked. There are 
kings among children, but they must 
be taught the rights of others and 
they can only learn right and wrong 
by experience. So, there is always 
the difficult task of making citizens 
for our great republic and these 
peculiarities have ever been with us 
since. 
He said that the teacher needs 
alertness and an interest In all that 
goes on about her; should identify 
herself with her surroundings and 
take a common interest in current 
<£*Tairs. A gentle voice is an impera­ 
tive requirement. 
He especially urged more atten­ 
tion to the more thorough teaching 
of our own language. There is great 
beauty in the English language which 
passes unnoticed, because it is com­ 
mon, but our attention is always 
called to beauty in Latin or Greek. 
This can be transplanted to the Eng­ 
lish language. He recited Field s 
“Little Boy Blue' and gave a pase- 
age from Blaine ’§ eulogy on Garfield 
and said that if such productions 
should be dug up from buried cities 
dfe we would acknowledge the beauty is 
the language. 
Pupils mistake the meaning of 
words. He gave the following ex­ 
amples of errors: 
One said a demagogue was a ves­ 
sel for beer and other liquids; 
ammonia was a food for the goda; 
capillary was mistaken for caterpil­ 
lar. equestrian, one who asks ques­ 
tions; a mercenary, one who feels for 
her* export* are the thing* that 


are paid for: imports, those that are 
not; optimist, an eye doctor, and 
pessi mlst a coro doctor. One said 
the body was made up of avaricious 
tissue. Another made the statement 
that a girl acted with discretion at a 
perennial time instead of critical 
time. Thus it is clear that more 
attention should be given to Janguas 
study. 
He then called attention to th** ! ENTHUSIASTIC 
value of self improvement, the study 
of a few masterpieces, and the value 
of the sciences. Sciences are the ex ­ 
perience of the post that teach 
what is to come in the future The 
world cannot be maintained without 
them.
